Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

The applicant asserts that Kelman does not teach or suggest ribs because Kelman mentions reverse ribs and PET injected into rib 
channels. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Kelman clearly discloses a plurality of ribs (22) of fibrous material (column 2, lines 38-47) 
and that the PET is ejected after formation of the ribs (column 3, lines 43-67). It is also noted that the cun-ent claims do not exclude the 
presence of PET in rib channels. 

The applicant asserts that Kelman does not teach or suggest ribs that are thermally bonded to a base layer. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Kelman discloses that the ribs are thermally bonded to a base layer (column 3, lines 43-57). 
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
